UNITED NATIONS. May 
29 (R). — Accusing the Un- 
ited States and the Soviet 
Union of duplicity in their 
disarmament proposals, Ch- 
ina predicted today that 
eventually one of the sup- 
er-powers would go to war 
against the other. 

In a fierce attack on bo- 
th Washington and Mosc- 
ow at the U.N. special sess- 
ion an disarmament, Chine- 
se Foreign Minister Huang 
Hua called the Russians 
the more aggressive and 
“the most dangerous sour- 
ce of a new world war." 

The Soviet Union was 
sure to be the “chief insti- 
gator" of . another global 
conflict, he told delegatee 
from 149 member nations 
-- including Soviet Amba- 
ssador Oleg Troyanovsky. 

Mr. Huang -Hua had be- 
en expected to renew Pek- 
ing's criticisms of Moscow 
and Washington, but the 
fury of his assault surpri- 
sed many delegates. 

“One super-power is be- 
nt on expansion,” he said. 
‘The otter has Its vested 
interests to protect As the 
struggle intensifies, they 
are bound to fight it out 
some day.” 

■ "The tense c on f ronta tion 
in Europe, the tunno& in 
the Middle East, and the 
gathering - storm in Africa 
are an visible indications 
of the g ro w th of factors for 
war” the Chinese foreign 
minister declared. 

He said the Russians we- 
re increasing their military 
threat to Western Europe 
trying to expand their inf- 
luence in die Middle East 
and- carrying out a series 
of military adventures in 
Africa,

“But the EPLF launched an 
offensive against them and all 
Ethiopian forces have been 
pushed back from these pla- 
ces." spokesman Amdemicael 
Cahsai, a member of the left- 
ist EPLFs Central Committee, 
told Reuter.

King Hussein: A change 
of attitude by Israel 
is required for peace 


AMMAN, May 29 (JNA). — The Middle East might face a tur- 
bulent situation if peace efforts in the area foil. His Majesty 
King Hussein has said In an interview with the Chicago Tribune 
newspaper published today the King said peace cannot be 
achieved without Israel chang in g its present attitude. Israel's 
military strength has led to an imbalance of power in the 
area, the King added The power equilibrium can be realised 
when the Israelis understand that their interests lie in peace, 
which will then place the area on the path to peace. His Ma- 
jesty emphasised that the Arab countries had exerted all pos- 
sible efforts to establish a just peace in the Middle East, and 
the next step hould be taken by Israel. 

Rejecting Israeli Prime Minister Menachem Be gin’s pro- 
posal for self-government in the West Bank, King Hussein said 
a temporary settlement is not possible as long as Israel sets up 
settlements in the occupied Arab territories and insists on 
keeping them. He said Jordan does not offer itself as a sub- 
stitute for the Palestinians. He stressed the necessity of the 
Palestinian people participating in any efforts aimed at solving 
the Middle East dispute. 

Asked if Jordan accepts the return of the West Bank admi- 
nistration to it for five years after which the Palestinians would 
take part in determining their future; the King said : “We have 
heard such proposals, and I think that the Palestinians them- 
selves have to determine their own future. Before discussing 
such suggestions, we have to ask whether the Israelis are pre- 
pared to withdraw fro m these areas." 

Concluding his statements, King Hussein said the Arab 
countries have to reorganise and build up their own strength 
in order to be able to face the situation in the area with one 
Arab Stand. 



.N. troops caught in crossfire 
in a generally quiet S. Lebanon 


BEIRUT, May 29 (R). -- Unit- 
ed Nations peacekeeping troops 
in south Lebanon are being cau- 
ght almost daily in crossfire be- 
tween rival forces using heavy 
weapons, a U.N. spokesman 
said here today. 

Spokesman Ketih Beavan said 
armed guerrillas had evacuated 
most of the region under U.N. 
control but others were still 
fighting from a hilltop strong- 
point just outside this area. 

He said troops attac hed to 
the U.N. force (UNIFIL), par- 
ticularly from a Nepalese bat- 
talion, were being caught in 
the middle of regular artillery 
and heavy machinegun fire ex- 
changed between the Chateau 
de Beaufort and villages in the 
eastern sector of the south. 

The chateau is an old crusa- 
der fortress held by Palestin- 
ian guerrillas and Lebanese le- 
ftists on the northern bank of 


the Litani Rive r, wh ich marks 
the limi t of UNIFIL deploym- 
ent. 

The villages across the river 
are occupied by Lebanese right- 
ists as well as Israeli troops 
who invaded the south in Ma- 
rch. 

In another development, Le- 
banese President Elias Sarkis 
and Prime Minister Selim Ai 
Hoss whl pay an official visit 
to Syria on Wednesday, it was 
announced today. 

Local residents today said 
three people were killed and 
five were wounded in the mar- 
ket town of Nabatiyeh, which 
lies north of the Litani near 
the fortress, during a 30-minu- 
te artillery exchange last night. 

Mr. Beavan said no U.N . sol- 
diers had been hit but UNIFIL 
had lodged strong protests ab- 
out the continuing clashes.

French, Belgians 
plan Shaba airlift 


KINSHASA. May 29 (R). — 
France . and Belgium are lay- 
ing plans to airlift women and 
children from Zaire's southern 
province of Shaba to head off 
m«gs panic among whites the- 
re following the Kolwezi ma- 
ssacres; diplomatic sources sa- 
id today. 

Two French military aircra- 
ft and an unspecified number 
of Belgian planes are on sta- 
ndby to pluck .the 2,000 moth- 
ers and offspring from mining 
towns in the province, the so- 
urces said. 

French officials said today 
the death toll from an eight- 
day rebel occupation of the 
key mining town of Kolwezi 
now stood at 138. 

French Legiommalres put 
down the uprising in Kolwezi 
ten days ago, claiming to kill 
150-300 of the anti-government 
rebels in the process. Hundreds 
of Zairean soldiers and civili- 
ans also died, according to the 
Red Cross. 

French officials said a token 
force of 150 Legionnaires, le- 
ft in Kolwezi when the main 
French force pulled out two 
days ago, was today withdra- 
wing to the Shaba provincial 
capital of Lubumbashi, 320 
kms. south-east of Kolwezi to 
leave the war-ravaged town in 
the hands of about L.000 Zair- 
ean soldiers. 

Three 120-man companies 
of Belgian paratro o ps meanwh- 
ile famed out to Shaba min- 
ing towns on “Show-tbe-flag” 


missions to raise white confi- 
dence. 

But about 200 European wo- 
men and children have already 
left Shaba, after mothers wi- 
thdrew their children from sch- 
ool and brought forward annu- 
al holidays in Europe, diplom- 
atic sources said. 

‘T know this country well 
and I know the whites,” a Be- 
lgian businessman who has li- 
ved in Zaire for 20 years said. 
“When the panic grips them 
it grows in their stomach and 
they cannot think rationally.” 

Diplomatic sources said the 
French and Belgians bad put 
aircraft at the disposal of the 
Europeans to prevent mass 
panic at the idea of being una- 
ble to leave Shaba if unrest 
spread. But the operation was 
not a formal evacuation so far, 
a Belgian spokesman here said. 

Diplomatic sources said that 
while women and children wo- 
uld be leaving, their menfolk 
would be staying on as part 
of an agreement with Presid- 
ent Mobutu Seso Seko. 

The Zaire leader arrived in 
Morocco today from his visit 
to Paris as part of a despera- 
te quest for foreign help to 
crush the rebels and attract 
whites to return to Kolwezi 
and help restart the mines 
there. 

Belgian and French officers 
have forecast that the rebels 
will seek to rei nfil trate Kol- 
- wezi now that the legionnaires 
have left, 


fighting across the river, the 
situation thoughout the area 
under UJN. contro l wa s gene- 
rally quiet and UNIFIL troops 
had not fired a shot for three 
weeks. 

Attempts by aimed men to 
infiltrate behind the UN. lines 
still posed a problem, but ab- 
out 65 of them had left the 
south in the past two weeks, 
most of them on their own ini- 
tiative. 

The pull-out followed pledges 
by the Palestine Liberation Or- 
ganisation (PLO) to facilitate 
UNlFlL’s task of supervising a 
final Israeli withdrawal, sche- 
duled for June 13. 

Mr. Beavan said only about 
20 armed men were believed to 
be still behind the U.N. lines. 
They were in two positions 
which had been surrounded by 
the peacekeeping troops and 
negotiations were taking place 
to secure their withdrawal 

He said they were Palestin- 
ians, Lebanese and another na- 
tionality who claimed to be 
outside PLO control. 

He declined to elaborate, but 
informed sources in Beirut said 
the re m ai ning guerrillas were 
members of the Popular Front 
for the Liberation of Palestine 
and Lebanese leftists, as well 
as a few Iraqi volunteers. 

Asked about the presence of 
Israeli-backed rightist 
in the south, Mr. Beavan said 
UNIFIL would attempt to rem- 
ove any armed men who had 
not been clearly desi gnate d by 
the Lebanese government as 
part of its authority. 


Khaled starts 
French visit 


PARIS, May 29 (R). — King 
Khaled of Saudi Arabia began 
a two-day official visit to Fr- 
ance today which promised to 
be dominated by the two cou- 
ntries' concern about recent 
threats to the security of mo- 
derate governments in Africa 
and the growth of Soviet inf- 
luence on the continent. 

Other topics included the 
Middle East situation and pr- 
ospects for increased econo- 
mic and military cooperation 
between France and Saudi Ar- 
abia. 

President Valery Giscard 
d’Estaing greeted the Saudi 
monarch, who was accompan- 
ied by tey ministers of his go- 
vernment Including Defence 
Minister Prince Sultan Ibn 
Abdulaziz and Foreign Minis- 
ter Prince Sand Al Faisal. 


Israel urges U.S. to abandon 
plan for NATO resolution 
calling for total withdrawal 

OCCUPIED JERUSALEM, May 29 (R). — Israel Is urging the United States to abandon a reported 
plan for a NATO resolution which would request full Israeli withdrawal from occupied Arab lands, 
officials in Jerusalem said today. 


A Foreign Ministry spokes- 
man said that if such an Ame- 
rican-sponsored resolution were 
adopted at this week's NATO 
summit in Washington, it wo- 
uld be "unfair and one-sided 
as well as badly timed during 
the very midst of negotiations 
to promote peace.” 

The government has sent an 
urgent message to Israeli Am- 
bassador in Washington Simcha 
Dinitz, telling him to seek U.S 
withdrawal of the proposed re- 
solution. 

Expressing annoyance at the 
reported U.S. plan, Israeli offi- 
cials called it a further sign 
of American pressure on this 
country to change its policies. 

The officials said Israel lear- 
ned only yesterday - - and from 
European sources -- that the 
U.S. would submit the resolu- 
tion to the two-day summit, 
which begins tomorrow. 

Israeli Radio reported yester- 
day that the resolution would 
also stress the necessity for so- 
lving the Palestinian problem 
and recognising the legitimate 
rights of the Palestinian people 
in the determination of their 
future. 

The Israeli officials said that 
while the resolution expressed 
known U.S. positions, jointly 
set out with Egypt, a summit 
acceptance of it would mark 
the first time that NATO had 
adopted a firm stand on the Mi- 


ddle East dispute. 

Israel was particularly anno- 
yed that Washington did not 
inform it of plans for the NA- 
TO resolution. 

Israeli officials said Israel 
had not expected any new U.S. 
initiatives until after this coun- 
try had reacted to two key qu- 
estions put by President Car- 
ter to Premier Menachem Be- 
gin. 

The first concerned Israel’s 
view of who should exercise 
ultimate sovereignty over the 


West Bank and Gaza after a 
five-year interim period. 

The second issue involved 
the system to be used in gi- 
ving the Palestinians there a 
share in deciding their future. 

The Israeli cabinet, which 
was to have discussed the que- 
stions yesterday, had to post- 
pone the debate because Mr. 
Begin was ill. 

Prime Minister Begin, who 
has been confined to his bed 
for several days with a fever, 
today was permitted by his do- 


ctors to attend tonight’s swea- 
ring-in ceremony of Israel's 
new president Yitzhak Navon, 
Mr. Be gin’s spokesman said.

He said Mr. Be- 
gin’s doctors still did not know 
what had caused the sudden 
illness although they believed it. 
had nothing to do with the 
heart trouble he suffered last 
year.

— Yugos- 
lav police have arrested four 
suspected leading West Germ- 
an guerrillas, the Bonn Justice 
Ministry said today. The arr- 
ests, among the biggest such 
round-ups for several years, 
apparently took place more 
than a week ago. 

A Justice Ministry spokesman 
said West Germany had asked 
for the extradition of the two 
men and two women. 

He named those arrested as 
Sieglinde Hoffmann, 33, Brigit- 
te Mohnhaupt, 28, Rolf Cle- 
mens Wagner, 33, and Peter 
Boock, 27. 


BRUSSELS, May 29 (R). — 
Israel's Deputy Prime Minis- 
ter, Yigael Yadin said today 
his country's proposal for pr- 
ovisional internal autonomy 
on toe West Bank was the on- 
ly practical starting point for 
negotiations with Egypt- 

He told a news conference 
he was optimistic for a pea- 
ce settlement in the Middle 
East which included a five- 
year provisional solution for 
the West Bank. 

'It is this plan which is go- 
ing to be the basis of the ne- 
gotiations,** he said. ‘Tt is the 
only practical starting point 
and that is why I am optimis- 
tic.” 

He added contact with Eg- 
ypt was continuing through 
the Americans and bilateral 
talks on peace would resume 
soon. 


Mr. Yadin, who is head of 
the second largest party in 
Israel’s coalition government, 
the Democratic Movement for 
Change, said Israeli settleme- 
nts on the West Bank were 
not the main obstacle to pea- 
ce. 

The government had appr- 
oved no new settlements on 
the West Bank for the last fo- 
ur months, he claimed. 

T believe that we should 
have settlements for defence 
purposes; mainly in the Jord- 
an Valley,” he said. *T do not 
personally really believe they 
are an obstacle to peace.” 

There was no question of 
Israel returning to its 1967 
borders and allowing toe esta- 
blishment of a Palestinian sta- 
ate, he raid. 'This would affe- 
ct our very existence,” the de- 
puty prime minister said.

— President Garter and 14 
other NATO leaders open a 
two -day summit tomorrow 
determined to increase the 
strength of their alliance in 
the face of growing Soviet 
military might.

The NATO summit is being 
held on a sombre note. We- 
stern leaders are deeply co- 
ncerned about the growing 
Soviet and Cuban involvem- 
ent in Africa and alleged vi- 
olations of human rights in 
the Soviet Union and their 
implications for detente. 

■NATO military chiefs and 
political experts have warn- 
ed their leaders of the stea- 
dy expansion of tile Warsaw 
Pact’s nuclear and conven- 
tional military capabilities. 


DAMASCUS, May 29 (R). — 
Prime Minister Moha mma d Ali 
Halabi said today his govern- 
ment’s aim was to build a mo- 
dern, powerful Syria capable 
of confronting "Zionist and 
imperialist challenges”. 

Mr. Halabi was presenting to 
the People’s Council (parliam- 
ent) the statement of policy of 
his government, formed on Ma-

"We shall overcome all ne- 
gative and disruptive factors 


as well as manifestations of re- 
trogression and intrigue in or- 
der to set up our democratic 
socialist community in which 
free men will assume the obli- 
gations of the new stage," he 
added. 

Turning to Syria’s Arab po- 
licy, he said : ‘Tt is based on 
consolidating the Arab unionist 
struggle with all energy. It will 
also promote Arab solidarity 
effectively to mobilise all Arab 
energies and economic, military 


and political resources against 
the Zionist enemy and bis ex- 
pansionist designs.” 

On the international level, 
Syria would support national 
liberation movements, strength- 
en relations with Non-Aligned 
Nations and consolidate friend- 
ly ties and cooperation with 
the Soviet Union and Eastern 
Bloc countries.

Crackdown against Egyptian 
journalists gets underway 


CAIRO, May 29 (R). — Egypt 
today carried on an investiga- 
tion of 150 left-wing journa- 
lists and other critics of Pre- 
sident Anwar Sadat’s govern- 
ment, official sources said. 

The investigation by the 
Socialist Prosecutor, the co- 
untry’s political watchdog, fo- 
llows sweeping measures over- 
whelmingly approved in a rece- 
nt referendum to discipline 
the press and damp down on 
communists and other oppon- 
ents accused of mounting a 
smear campaign against* the 
government 

The journalists include Mr, 
Mohammad Heykal, a former 
editor of the influential Al Ah- 
ram newspaper and close con- 
fidant of the late President 
Nasser. 

The prosecutor, Anwar Ha- 
bib, said 60 journalists were 
being investigated -- 34 liv- 
ing abroad and 26 living in 
Egypt 

They are suspected of wri- 
ting articles “defamatory to 
Egypt and threatening the se- 
curity of the home front” and 
could be banned from writing. 

President Sadat has also re- 
buked professors at Alexand- 
ria University who expressed 
fears that the crackdown mi- 
ght lead to abuses. 

Mr. Sadat told them yes- 


terday, ( T have no intention 
to strike at democracy from 
the back door,” 

Apart from the journalists. 
90 politicians of the Nasser 
era are also being investiga- 
ted in the purge. 

The new measures, to be 
translated into law by the Pe- 
ople's Assembly (parliament), 
stipulate that anybody found 
guilty of violating national un- 
ity, social peace or the coun- 
try's socialist democratic prin- 
ciples be barred from political 
life.

Have we really thought out 
the full implications, for example, of moving towards 
an industrialised economy that will require thousands 
of new workers who can only be provided in the short 
run by importing labour or encouraging more Arab 
women to work ? Have we considered the full implies- j 
lions of mobilising Arab women to do their equal 
share of the work that has to be done to achieve the 
goals of economic development that we have set for I 
ourselves throughout the Arab World? | 

If we have not, this conference should give us the | 
opportunity to start doing so. It would be a grand j 
waste of time, for example, if the conference ended j 
up with a lovely list of recommendations that was j 
then ignored by the participating governments becau- j 
se none of those governments had thought to establish 
the proper institutional structures that are required to 
translate recommendations into action. In other 
words, we are faced with the challenge of putting our 
money where our mouths are. Do we want to mobilise 
women to play a greater role in the economy? Then 
we should set up the appropriate structures with the 
necessary authority and facilities to get that job done. 
If 1 We do not want to mobilise women in this manner, 
we should not be holding conferences that give that 
impression. We suspect that the Arab World tends 
towards the former position, and that there is a com- 
mitment in principle to provide women with the op- 
portunities and training and education that are avail- 
able to Arab men. But the principle has not been tran- 
slated into practice, and we see this kind of regional 
conference as an ideal vehicle by which our commit- 
ments can be challenged, strengthened and, one hopes, 
transformed into action. If this does not happen, the 
next conference will be greeted with more yawns than 
cheers, and with good reason. 


ARAB PRESS COMMENTARY 


AL RAT thinks that Israeli Prime Minister Menachem Begin’s 
sudden Alness was a pre-determined tactic aimed at delaying a 
decision on a sensitive and serious issue, namely the future of the 
occupied West Bank and Gaza Strip. Mr. Begin was expected to 
answer questions put forward by the U.S. administration over this 
issue. The newspaper says it was hoped during the last three mo- 
nths that efforts for healing inter-Arab differences would bear 
fruit But it appears that the Arab countries are not giving enough 
real attention to tbe fateful Issue of the Middle East 

AL DUSTOUR criticises the U.S. attitude towards the Pa- 
lestinians' rights. It says the U.S. has exercised pressure publicly 
against discriminating policies by South Africa and Rhodesia to- 
wards the Africans, but its attitude towards the Palestinians rights 
to self-determination still remains vague. The reason for such con- 
flicting attitudes is that the U.S. doesn't want to anger Israel, 
thus "sacrificing its moral principles on the altar of political consi- 
derations.’'

Fires break out in Irhid region 

IRBID, May 29 (JT). — A number of fires broke out in 
wheat fields in the Irbid govern orate during the past 
three days. Some village houses and many dunums of 
wheat were destroyed in the fires which were reported 
to have occurred in Irbid, Sareeh, Bishra, Deir Youssuf, 
Eidoun and Kufr Assad. Fire brigades were able to con- 
trol the outbreaks which seemed to be the result of 
negligence. The people of the area have been warned not 
to throw cigarette butts or leave fires in. fields unattend- 
ed. 

New labour magazine on sale 

AMMAN, May 29 (JNA). — The first issue of the new 
quarterly magazine Labour, an Arabic language publica- 
tion produced by the Ministry of Labour, appeared on 
Sunday. Subjects dealt with in this issue include the 
affairs of labourers, economic and social development in 
Jordan and there is also a study of Arab labour condi- 
tions in the occupied areas. 

Amman Municipality takes action on public health 

AMMAN, May 29 (JT). — Several new measures have 
been adopted by the Amman Municipality to safeguard 
public health. Director of Public Relations at the munici- 
pality Burhan Shaker said here Sunday. The new mea- 
sures include an order for the removal of marble and 
brick factories from A1 Mahatta street, instructions for 
petrol stations to have cement floors and to keep their 
surroundings dean, an order for the removal of all un- 
licensed shanty dwellings in the city, the fencing off of 
empty land to prevent rubbish accumulation, and an 
increase in street cleaners and garbage collectors around . 
the dty. He said the new measures were adopted at a 
meeting presided over by the Mayor of Amman Ma’an 
Abu Nuwar, who decided on the appointment of a full- 
time doctor to go on inspection tours of food shops and 
groceries to make sure that foodstuffs on sale reach cer- 
tain health standards. 

Special forest fire fighting brigade established 

AMMAN, May 29 (JNA). — The Ministry of Agriculture 
has formed a special brigade to fight forest fires, the 
ministry announced Sunday. It said the brigade will be 
provided with special fire engines for work in heavily 
wooded regions especially in the districts of Balqa and 
Jarash. 

New measures agreed to ease traffic 
congestion, improve safety 

AMMAN, May 29 (JNA). — The traffic committee of 
Amman has decided to set up a number of road bumps 
near dangerous crossroads to force motorists to reduce 
speed. It will also post notices at the capital’s entrances 
forbidding lorries, except for those carrying vegetables 
and fruit for the central market place, from entering the 
city during daylight hours, a spokesman for the com- 
mittee said here Sunday. The committee, which held a 
special meeting Saturday to discuss easing traffic con- 
gestion, also approved a design for the construction of 
a pedestrian overpass to span the Petra Bridge down 
town. According to the source the drivers association 
has expressed willingness to build the overpass as a 
gift to the citizens of Amman. 



New member appointed 
to national council as 
Al Khuraisheh resigns 


AMMAN, May 29 (JNA). — At 
the National Consultative Co- 
uncil’s regular weekly meeting - 
today a royal decree was read 
accepting the resignation of 
Sheikh Nayef Al Khuraisheh 
and appointing Sheikh Barakat 
Al Tnhair &s a member of the 
council effective May 26. 

Discussion focused on two 
proposals by Abdullah Al Hi- 
mawi and on the standing ord- 
ers of the council 

Mr. Al Rimawi proposed that 
the government submit to the 
council an account of its do- 
mestic policy in the wake of 
the suspension of a local new- 
spaper (Al Dustour) last week. 
He added that he <fid not wish 
to dwell on this particular is- 
sue, but wanted to launch a 
debate on domestic policy. 

His second proposal was that 
the council should debate the 
government's new draft civil 
service law, acknowledging that 
whereas it was not the prero- 
gative of the council to demand 
that the government submitt 
all its draft laws to tbe council, 
yet he thought such Important 


matters should be given a hea- 
ring, The members of the cou- 
ncil voted that b oth p roposals 
be put to the government. 

This was followed by a dis- 
cussion of tire council's stand- 
ing orders during which the 
members agreed that commit- 
tees formed by tbe council sh- 
ould at least have five memb- 
ers. 

Council member Amin Shu- 
qair objected to an article bar- 
ring newspaper reports from 
the list of subjects on which 
the council could demand an 
explanation from the governm- 
ent. 

He argued that there was no 
justification for barring items 
published in the press from 
the list, seeing that if a news- 
paper report were true there 
was no reason not to seek an 
explanation from the governm- 
ent, whereas if the report we- 
re false it could easily be de- 
nied. 

Mr. Sbuqair’s proposal to de- 
lete the exemption of newspa- 
per reports from the list was 
defeated by a vote on the coun- 
cil floor.

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The Jordan Islamic Bank, due to open doors early next year 
hopes to compete with conventional banks on open market

AMMAN, — “The Moslem 
has to pray but a fan he has 
to wort?*, explained Dr. Mo- 
hammad Saqr, a professor at 
the University of Jordan and 
an expert in Islamic economi- 
cs. The Moslem's religion, he 
continued, is not just a matter 
of his personal relationship 
with God nor is it only con- 
cerned with the spiritual asp- 
ect of life. "The whole life of 
the Moslem should be govern- 
ed by the Islamic Shari’a (re- 
ligious law).” 


There are some people in 
Jordan who believe that bank- 
ing should be governed by the 
Islamic Shari’a and they are 
setting up a bank which they 
hope will act as a model in 
this respect. 

“Oh believers fear God ard 
abandon your remaining usu- 
ry if indeed you are ne] fev- 
ers” (Surat A1 Baqarah). The 
founders of the Jordan Islamic 
Bank, which received its offi- 
cial constitution from the gov- 
ernment on April 1, take this 
verse from the Quran literal- 
ly-

“But the products must 
be ‘halal’ -- that is. In con- 
formity with the ShaiTa -- 
and they must fulfil real ne- 
eds”.

“Pleasure,” he said, “is the 
end of life in the capitalist 
society”. Listing some of the 
things which should be pro- 
hibited in an Islamic economic 
system Dr. Saqr mentioned 
persuasive rather than strictly 
informative advertising, the 
encitement to extravagance 
and waste, and the commer- 
cial exploitation of sex, alco- 
hol and drugs.

By contrast, he went on, 
“Islamic economics will try to

Pri- 
vate property also guarantees 
a certain amount of freedom 
against coercion by the state. 

Finally, usury is to be shun- 
ned. "Wealth is supposed to be 
mixed with work in order to 
get money*, Dr. Saqnsaid.

OECD gloomily revises hajor league baseball roundup 


its economic forecast Giants stride 

after crowds 


PARIS. May 29 (R). — In a 
pessimistic revision of its 
fores casts, the Organisation of 
Economic Cooperation and 
Development (OECD) now ex- 
pects less growth and more 
unemployment in its 24 mem- 
ber nations this year, inform- 
ed sources said today. 

The OECD is composed of 
the leading industrial countri- 
es of the non-communist wor- 
ld. Its experts have abandon- 
ed hopes for a four per cent 
rate of economic expansion 
this year, and now predict gro- 
wth between 3.25 and 3.5 per 
cent, the sources said. 


The earlier hopes were da- 
shed by unexpectedly slow gr- 
owth in the economies of We- 
st Germany and Japan, the so- 
urces said. 

The new predictions have 
been prepared for an OECD 
economic policy committee 
meeting here today. 

OECD experts now predict 
that toe inflation rate for the 
area will remain stuck at ab- 
out eight per cent this year. 

The world's ‘motor econo- 
mies'. those of the United St- 
ates, Japan, West Germany, 
France, Britain, Canada and 
Italy, are likely to grow only 


3.5 per cent this year, instead 
of the 3.75 per cent the OECD 
originally anticipated, the so- 
urces said. 

Unemployment in the 24- 
nation area was now expected 
to reach 17.5 million, half a 
million more than expected, 
the sources said. 

The United States, wbich 
accounts for 40 per cent of 
OECD output, would show ec- 
onomic growth of between 3.5 
and four per cent this year, 
while Japan's growth would 
drop from last year’s six per 
cent to about five per cent the 
sources said.

NICOSIA, Cyprus, May 29 
(AP). — Libya's oil minister 
said his country's oil exports 
have been reduced by nearly 
22 per cent in 1978. 

Oil Minister Izzeddin Mab- 
rouk says Libya is currently 
exporting an average of 1.8 
million barrels per day - - ne- 
arly 22 per cent less than .'the 
target of 236 million barrels 
set for 1978. 

It is realised there is not 
much chance of reaching the 
2,3 million barrels per day 
for the current year, but it is 
at least hoped exports will re- 
ach 2.1 million barrels per 
day, or roughly the same le- 
vel as last year, the minis- 
ter said in an interview with 
the Middle East Economic Su- 
rvey, a weekly oil review. 


“We need the money, we 
have financial commitments 
and very ambitious economic 
development plans," Mr. Mab- 
rouk said. 

The minister said that he 
hoped the Organisation of Pe- 
troleum Exporting Countries 
(OPEC) will decide to incre- 
ase the dollar price of oil dur- 
ing its next regular meeting 
in Geneva June 17. "We must 
tackle this matter in a radi- 
cal and profound manner," he 
said. 

“The dollar is being used 
as a means of decreasing the 
price. Through inflation and 
dollar depreciation, we have 
lost 70 per cent of our pur- 
chasing power since 1973. By 
any economic criteria we have 
the right to adjust prices," 
the minister added.

BAGHDAD, May 29 (AP). 

— Iraq’s oil minister said to- 
day his government will press 
for an increase in the price 
of oil this year at the regular 
ministerial meeting of the Or- 
ganisation of Petroleum Ex- 
porting Countries (OPEC) in 
Geneva next month. 

“The continuing decline of 
the value of the (US.) dollar 
compared with other curren- 
cies makes the question of 
an increase in oil prices in 
1978 a decisive necessity," the 
minister, Tayih Abdul Kerim, 


said in an interview with the 
Associated Press. 

OPEC states are losing mo- 
re than $19 billion a year as 
a result of the decline in the 
value of the dollar and inter- 
national inflation, the Iraqi 
minister noted. 

He argued that, since oil is 
an ■ exhaustible commodity, 
‘its price must at least be 
equal to its replacement val- 
ue, and the replacement value 
at this time would be double 
the current oil price," Mr. 
Kerim added.

No one ever bids five no 
trump except to Blackwood 
sequences. Why7 — Mildred 
Willig, Salisbury, Md. 

(This question has been 
awarded the weekly prize.) 
A.- A good question. The 
answer is simply Lhat a great 
majority of players do not rea- 
lize the usefulness of a bid of five 
no trump. 

Certainly, the Blackwood in- 
quiry is the most common appli- 
cation of the bid. However, list- 
ed below are some additional 
uses for the bid.

WASHINGTON, May 29 (R). 
— Gen. Alexander Haig, com- 
mander of NATO forces in 
Europe, today urged the Wes- 
tern alliance to look beyond 
its traditional frontiers and 
f ako up “the immediate dan- 
ger” of challenges stemming 
from the Middle East and Af- 
rica. 

In a copyright interview wi- 
th U.S. News and World Re- 
port magazine, he said the 
likelihood of conflict in Cent- 
ral Europe was not high for 
(the time being. 

'The imm ediate danger ste- 
ms from the ambivalent, am- 
biguous situations which oc- 
cur on the flanks of NATO 
and peripheral areas - - such 
as the Middle East and Afri- 
ca,” Gen. Haig declared in 
the interview published in ad- 
vance of a two-day NATO 
summit conference opening in 
Washington on Tuesday. 

He did not specifically re- 
fer to Soviet &ud Cuban mili- 
tary penetration in Africa but 
said the NATO powers must 


act more effectively to meet 
such rhftMftftgpg 

The 29-year-old North At- 
lantic Treaty is confined to 
tflhe defence of its 13 Europe- 
an member states, including 
Greece and Turkey, plus Ca- 
nada and the United States. 

Its area of operations does 
not extend t° the Middle 
East, Africa, or the Indian 
Ocean. 

Gen. Haig's main thesis was 
that the alliance could deter 
a surprise attack by the So- 
viet Union and other Warsaw 
Pact partners but not with- 
out more troops, more money 
and a new generation of U.S. 
nuclear weapons. 

'They (the Soviets) have 
overcome a 10-to-l inferiority 
in the central strategic bal- 
ance,” Gen. Haig said, "to the 
point that today they are at 
parity or essential equivalence 
with us. 

"The momentum in their 
strategic-force-building prog- 
ramme is such that if it is not 
capped by acceptable (strate- 


gic arms) limitations, it will 
face the West with the burden 
of additional spending in the 
immediate future,” Gen. Haig 
said. 

Wes® German Chancellor 
Helmut Schzn idt meanwhile 
said yesterday a U.S. embargo 
on arms shipments has impa- 
ired Turkey’s ability to defend 
NATO's south-eastern flank. 

Interviewed on television, 
the West German leader said 
a resolution of Greek-Turidsh 
differences over Cyprus and 
the restoration of American 
military aid to Turkey was 
essential to maintain NATO’s 
strength in the eastern Medi- 
terranean. 

In response to questions ab- 
out the high-radiation neutron 
bomb, he said President Car- 
ter made ibhe right decision in 
deferring deployment of die 
bomb. 

He added that NATO might 
need it in the future if arms 
limitation talks with the So- 
viet Union did not bring re- 
sults. 


Swiss vote fir Sunday motoring 


GENEVA, May 29 (R). — Swiss 
voters today overwhelmingly 
rejected a proposal to ban Sun- 
day motoring once a month for 
the sake of the environment 
The idea was first proposed by 
a group of students who gain- 
ed the backing of more than 
115,000 voters and thus forced 


a plebiscite under the law. 


The government, had strong- 
ly opposed the plan saying it 
would cause inconvenience to 
foreign visitors, damage the ec- 
onomy and save less than ope 
per cent of Switzerland's an- 
nual energy consumption.

The ruling Christian Democrats gained one seat, giving 
ttjhem 26 out of the 60 in the Grand and General Council (par- 
liament) but the Communists kept their 16 seats, which with 
the 15 held by the two socialist parties gave the left an overall 
majority. 

As a result bdfch sides claimed victory but both were 
cautious in predicting what might happen now in the com- 
plicated politics of the world’s oldest and smallest republic. 


NAIROBI, Kenya, May 29 
(AP). — Western diplomatic 
sources say serious cracks 
have developed in the allian- 
ce between Cuba and Ethiopia 
over Cuban support of an out- 
lawed Ethiopian party and Cu- 
ban reluctance to get involv- 
ed in the war against the Eri- 
trear rebels. 

The sources said the most 
serious disagreement apparen- 
tly developed when the Cub- 
ans smuggled a man known 
as Dr. Negede, a leading figure 
in a banned Marxist party 
back into country from exile.
